\Vhen [| say that democracy 1s an error and that a democratic 
form of government 18 neither right, wise nor enduring, | can sec 
either demial or perplexity spring_ into. your faces, vet both state- 
ments are literally true at the moment from the standpomt of the 
\White Lodge. Posshbly the statement might be less antagonistic- 
ally received were | to sav that ch a form of government 1+ 
neither right, wise nor enduring at certamn periwds im a Manvantara. 
[lowever, from the standpoint of unity, evolution and spiritual 
reality, the idea of a democracy 1s madmis<1Þle. 

Take up the argument from the standpoint of evolution alone. 
It 18 pertectly evident to the deep student of life that there are not 
two persons 1n the world exactly alike. The highest 1deal each 
person. 1s capable of conceiving differs largely from the highest 
ileal of others. A satisfactory democracy would demand a racc 
oft beings exactly alike, a race with a common desire or amhition 
and without opposrition by the individual desires and ambitions of 
its members, bevond a set average. The moment one man evolves 
beyond his neighbors im the average democracy, admiration 1s fol- 
lowed by jealousy, emulation and dissatisfaction on the part of a 
majority of his fellows. True, this 1s also the case in the average 
autocracy of today, to a great degree; but the reason for this in an 
autocracy 1s the evident wrong doing of the upper class—the class 
in power. [It 1s not true of the 1deal patriarchal form of govern- 
ment ot the Great White Lodge, a body which 1s practically an 
autocracy. 

[rom the standpoint of divine law, every creation of life. 
whether 1t be man or animal, plant or mineral, 1s exactly in its 
right place at all times. If he or it could be permanently dis- 
placed by any exterior means, death or degeneration would be the 
result. There 1s a defhnite place, position and purpose for every 
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individual creation. The law of Karma determines the right place 


E and acts of the individual actor, and no other created thing or 
A pers0n could remove that one from that position in the universal 
SCale of hfe unless the law of Karma decreed such removal. with- 
out producing untoward results.

'**Because of the hardness of their hearts, God suftered them.” 
[n other words, because of .his 1gnorance, wilfulness and lack of 
Spiritual discernment, man chooses to endeavor to change divinely 
appointed and natural law and 1s permitted to make the effort. 
To express it somewhat differently, at certain periods in a grand 


Manvantara, on the lowest arc-of certain cycles, $piritual intelh- 
cence in man 1s at a low ebb. The Gods have not yet appeared 
to give the impulse to the new evolutionary forces for the upward 
rise of the cycle. A <spirit of unrest seizes the masses; desire for 


change and all that such change may bring comes over them; and 
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2 the result is the overturning of the old and the establishing of a 
: new order. But the new order, manifesting as it does in $such 1n- 
: Stances on the lowest arc of the cycle, cannot endure for all time. 
| Little by little, as knowledge and power increase, the old order— 

the higher order—1s re-established and lasts until the evolutionary 
| forces of the new cycle have decreased in strength, volume and 
4 purpose, when another change occurs. 


However, if this view 1s unacceptable to you now, bear m 
mind that evolutionary law operates in a s$piral, not in a _closed 
circle; and each round of the $piral, in each Manvantara, sees the 
raising of the human race to a greato Oven of \Wisdom and 


3 from moment to moment, according to the character of the desires- 
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Power. The positions on the universal scale of life—eternal by 
their very nature—now occupied by unacceptable, autocratic and 
unwise kings and nobles, will one day in a future age be occupied 
by the Masters of Wisdom (who possibly may be yourselves), and 
other features of life will have changed im the same ratio. In 
other words, the Gods will once more dwell with man, as they 
have done on the upward arc of previous cycles, and democracy 
will then be only a name, a forgotten ideal, for a verv long period. 

Remember what I tell you. Democracy may he the only ac- 
ceptable ideal to the masses of the people of the present age. and 
$0 be relatively right and wise; but it 1s not right or wise from 
the standpoint of the Higher Self, and a democracy could not 
obtain among men who had reached the highest point of develop- 
ment in their individual evolutionary cycles. 

The present world war 1s one result of Nature's efforts to tear 
down old conditions, and it 1s absolutely unavoidable at this time, 
trom one point of view. As a worldly, a material event, it may 
appear to be right and necessary to the mind of the many, al- 
though, paradoxical as it may seem, but the individual man who 1n- 
cites to war and encourages its continuance 1s an object for harsh 
criticism. 

The same consequences could have obtained from a series of 
hres and floods, earthquakes and volcanic action, as far as the 
race 1s concerned. That 1s, a_ large- part-of a race could. be de- 
stroyed by natural means and a new race born snhsequently from 
the remainder; but man in his ignorance cannot wait for that. 
He convinces himself that he must precipitate events and see the 
Sacrifice of hfe from another angle in order to satisfy the blood- 
lust of his nature, thereby creating the hard Karma that will 
naturally tall on the races living at the close of the next corre- 
Sponding world period, as well as upon many during the present 
cycle. If this destruction of life could have heen left to natural 
causes, such Karma would not have to fall on the new race. 

But do not forget the sptral ascent of life. War will one day 
cease and a government be established according to divine law; a 
government which will last. For a higher round of the s$piral- will 
be then reached, when even the evolutionary forces of the lowest 
arc of the cycle will no longer have power to influence man to his 
undoing, for he then will have entered into his divine birthright.

The Umversity of Calforma 1s a hving, pulsating instance of 
co-operation 1n practice.

Nevertheless, a dividend will be paid. It will he reaped by the 
citizens of California in the wider svmpathies, deeper 1ns1ght, more 
cosmopolitan and less parochial spirit of three thousand of Calt- 
tornia's teachers. And even the increased actual knowledge, re- 
garded by most people as the primary dividend, must not be tor- 
gotten. It 1s worth something. 

The magnificent library is housed in a building larger than that 
possessed by hundreds of picayune private colleges. The height 
and dimens1ons of its big study room conduce to the atmosphere 
of concentration, silence, breadth of spirit, and to the feeling of 
human power and strength. The library service, free for all, 1s 
alert, civil, efficient. The library attendants are willing to go to 
anv reasonaþble trouble to unearth a point in scholastic lore which 
is being run down to earth. Outside the great reading room 1s a 
httle cubby hole housing a free telephone, and another housing a 
fountain pen filling arrangement. You do not have to borrow, 
beg, buy, swipe, or chase out to a drug store for—ink, in the 
middle of a thesis. It 1s there, provided by co-operation. 

True enough, there are things to be seen and known which 
Show that the culmination of the social spirit has not yet flooded 
the campus. For instance, a lecturer in art and art criticism drives 
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's Subject to such, an extreme of analysis, striving for the last 
ord on matters of utter 1inconsequence, that he forgets the 
-rowded street, the city slum, the toiler, —forgets that the world 
emands Something from him to enhlven its deadly monotony, its 
nceasing -labor. One book is typical of the unsoctal spirit of 
nalysis run to seed; There lived in Venice in the 14th century 
third-rate painter caller Foppa. His work 1s of no eonsequence 
us today. Yet a writer by the name of Foulkes has written a 
ive 700-page book which 1s narvely entitled, ©Introduction to 
\'incenzo Foppa!” What does California want with that 7

ted, though maybe a small one, in the direction of the soctalization

In contradistinction to 700 pages of ©Introduction to Vincenzo 
[oppa” 1s the course on municipal playgrounds of America. This 
's a wel-attended course, adequately delivered by a virile, modern 
man with very little of the professor ahout him. It 1s curicus how 
these magnificent public undertakings which are $0 unquestionaÞly 
good, as is the playground movement, are invariably of public 
origin. Carnegie libraries, peace funds, teachers funds; various 
private bravery funds; Rockefeller Institutes; Stanford, and all 
other universities: these may or may not be altogether pure and 
good. But the playground movement, the hetter housing move- 
ment, better drainave and water movements, and of course the 
education of the whole hody of. children of primary age—these 
essentials in the welfare of nations seem to spring from the people 
and to be carried out by them. Private charity has generally 
missed these opportunities entirely. These points come up in Aa 
modern social science. 

The university will he more and more a Social organism in Sofar 
as the people of California see to it that it does be x0. The man mn 
the street and the farmer- at the plow, before they vote bonds for 
educational purposes must put certain social demands onto the 
ticket. The university must reach more. people; it must give its 
diploma for all kinds of socially_ useful attainment ; 1t must rep- 
resent all classes of the people, and not only the strong and the 


voung ; it must reflect the social spirit of the hour. It 1s up to 
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Califorma to watch its university, and to see that it does thes« 
things. In its anti-social prochvities it can do a great harm. In 
its Social and co-operative work it can he a tremendous engine for 
the hetterment of humanitv. |
